which tite pending claims are directed." hideed, where, as here, a restriction requirement ts 
.sued in a parem application, the PTO does not requi. narrowing of tite disclosure in each 
awisionM application. Second, the entire specifcation relates a. least generally to tire overall 
invention, which includes tite fonnation and use of tesilien. contact structures witi, electromc 
devices such as semiconductor devices. For example. Figures 1-ia describe exemplary "r^ilient 
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contact structures" or "intercormect structures" as recited in each of the pending claims, ^rd. 
Applicants believe that they should be entitled to rely on the entire disclosure should issues arise 
later in prosecution oracourt proceeding following issuanceofthe patent regarding compliance 

with the disclosure requirementsofthe first paragraphof35USC§112orinterpretationoft^ 
claims in light of the specification.
